Nd there was found in a Coffer in the Pallace that 
was in the Pꝛouince of the Medes) a Ulolume, and 
therein was it thus w2itten, as a memoztall : In the fir 
yeere ofRing Cyrus, Ring Cyrus made a Decree foz the 
Houle of Godin leruſalem: Let the Þoule be built, even 
the place where they offered Sacrilices,and let the walles 
thereof be ioyned togeather: let he height thetol be thzes- 
lcoze Cubits,and the b1eadth thereof thꝛee - ſcoʒe Cubits; 
thꝛee o2ders of great Stones, and one oer of Timber: 
and let the expenſes be giuen of the Ringes houſe : And 
alſo, let them render the Ueſſels of the Houſe of God (of 
Gold and Siluer, which Nebuchadnezar tooke out of the 
Temple which was in leruſalem, & bzought vuto Babel) 
aud let him goe vuto the Temple that is in Jeruſalem tg 
bis place, and put them in the Þouſe of God,
